the Wisconsin Journal of Education, published by the cation, &o
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State Teachers’ Association, at the price of fifty cents per
year, as shall be sufficient to supply one copy to each or-
ganized school district in the state, and one copy to eaeh
town superintendent of schools in the state ; Lrove
The state superintendent be allowed to publish, free of
expense to the state, any and all matters of an educational
character, that he may wish to publish from month to
month in the columns of said journal. The said periodical
shall be sent by the publishers to the clerk of each school
district in the state, and to each town superintendent in
the state. It shall be the duty of each district clerk to
cause each volume to be bound, at the expense of the dis-
trict, and to be kept in the library of such district, subjeet
to the general librarv regulations.
